CAPTURE OF FORT ANDERSON, 


OUR FORCES MOVING ON WILMINGTON. 
A Eeconnoissauce toward the City—Sharp 
Fighting. 


On tho 10th inst, Gen, Schofield, who lately 
arrived at Fort Fishor with troops from Gen. Thomas, 
aud assumed command at that point, ordered a recon: 
nolsanco in tho dirootion of Wilmington. Our spoctal 
correspondont at Fort Fishor eays that sinco tho ar- 
rival of Ma troops, not an hour, day or night, hos been 
lost. Tho navy, a9 well as the army togs and small steam- 
6r9, cobpernted in landing the troops, horses and stores. 
With bis charactoristio promptness and energy Gon, 
Schofleld ordered o reconnolssanco in force, in 
order to ascortain the positlon and strength of tho 
onemy, His own immediate command, so lately londed 
from tho fatigaoa of @ Jong march and a stormy cea 
Yoyage, wero placed in reaorve, and those of Gon. 
‘erry, already familiar with tho ground, wero em: 


Ployed to mako the reconnolssance. Tho troops

south, This road was used by General Ames for ad- 
vancing his division, In front, onthe Capo Fear side, 
theencimy had n battery which they opened about Sf 
o'clock p. m,, firing down the road, Some of tho shells 
atruok neor Gens, Paine and Ames while they wero 
conferrimg near the road.
